Prom the Dally of Tuesday. 


Tho show cranks In the city and coun- 
•y who had the opportunity to tako in 
ho Barnura & Balloy show at the race 
rack yesterday afternoon were the lucky 
ooplo. There was ro show at night be- 
auso of tho heavy rain which blow up 
iortly before 7 o'olook. Tbe intense 
cat of tho aftornoon, when the tomper- 
turo was as high as 101 In the shade, 
live warning of a blow and a storm and 
came at a time when tbe olty people 


were at their homos ready to start for the 


ty of tents, and wondering whether or 
ot tho rain would amount to anything. 


Even while they were speculating on the 
xttmt of tbe rain, Mr. Bailey, at tbo 
rounds, who had been correctly advised 
y tbo scientific weather man with the 
cmblnatlon, bad given orders that tbero 
'ould be no night show, whereupon tbe 
uon began the work of taking down tbe 
ents. The rain was quite heavy at the 
ace traok, and tbe show people realized 
bat If they hoped to reaoh Springfield to 
ay they bad better hustle to get the 
leavy wagons away or they would get 
tuck In the mud. 
Down oame the tents 


nd away went the animals In tbe closed 
ages to the cars at the Wnbash tracks. 


When tho stoim was at Its height with 


vivid lightning and heavy thunder olaps, 
ho herd of elephants became more or less 
orrlfled. 
They slashed around, uttered 


bo piercing sounds peculiar to them, and 
hero would havo been a stampede but for 
ho efforts of the keepers and assistants 
who finally averted tho dangor.

LAW 


Important Provisions of the Bill—Takes 


Effect on Jaly 1st. 


The Bepubllcan has made several refer 


ences to tbe new assessment law, affect 
Ing public improvements which take 
effect July 1. It Is one of special Import 
ance to tbe people tbrougbout tbe state 
As already stated this new law provide: 
that in towns of leas than 35,000 then 
shall be a board nf local improvement 
composed of the olty engineer.the superln 
tendent of streets and the mayor and tw 
aldermen. No public improvement is tc 
be paid for by special assessment or spe 
clal taxation unless passed upon and rec 
ommended by this board. 
Property 


owners may petition this board for sue 
improvements or tbe board may originate 
tbun. Tbe law says: 


"Whenever the proposed Improvemen 


will require that private 
property b 


taken 01 damaged, mob resolution shall

ihe same resolution, fix a day and hour 
or the public oonsidernton thereof, which 
ihall not be less than ten days after the 
idoptlon of such resolution. Said board 
hall also cause an estimate of tbe cost of

^ublio engineer, (if there be one, if not; 
hen by tbe president), over his slgna- 
ure, which shall be itemized to tbe satis- 
nctlon of said board, and which shall be 
made a part of the record of such resolu- 
lon.

tariff bill is now being considered by tbe 
United States senate. Senator AlJrlch 
made tbo opening speech on the 25th o: 
May, which was listened to wltb great in 
torest by nearly all the members ol bath 
parties. Mr. Vest woe one of tbe first to 
attack tbe bill. 


In hi* speech, as reported in tbe papers, 


he was one of the flrai re"ognUod, and 
said: 


Wo know tbe desperate condition of the 


country; tbe rulnod homes and blastec 
hearts. If prosperity can come from any 
source, even (ram our adversaries, wo wil 
bloiH tbe moment. I do not believe tb» 
Imposition of higher tariff duties wil 
dlspui the clouds hanging over us. 


Mr. Vest did not attempt to state what 


was tbo cause of tho "ruined homes and 
blasted hearts," neither did bo fell us 
what would "dispel the clouds] bunging 
ovor us;" bo simply said that he "does 
not ballevo" that "thu higher duties wll 
dlspal them." If protection to our in 
duitrlos will not dispel the "olonds hang 
Ing over us" and bring back prosperity 
and happiness to tbe "rulnod homes and 
blasted hearts," nothing will. 


In 1893 undor tbe MoKlnley bill there 


was no complaining of "ruined homes and 
blasted hearts." The country, nnder tbo 
protection of that bill, was In a state o 
groat prosperity and tho working classes 
wora all employed. At Bagwell P 
Flower, then governor of New York, said 


Crops bavo been plentiful, business has 


boon notlvo, Industry has been wall ro 
warded, Intelligence and learning bave 
boon more widely diffused, and content 
uiont and happiness prevail generally 
within tbe borders of our commonwealtu, 


President Harrison In his last message 


to congress In tho same yoar stated: 


There ha* never boen a time In our bis 


tory whon work was so abundant or 
wbon wages wore so high, whether rneas 
urod by tbo currency In wbleb tbey were 
paid or by tnolr powor to supply the 
noooMarles and comforts of life. 


This was tho condition of the country 


In 1898 under the MoKlnley bill. 
But 


the Wilson-Gorman tariff bill was lubstl 
toted by Mr. Vest and bis party and a 
deficient revonuo wltb 1963,000,000 added 
to tbo bonded debt, and "ruined homes 
and "blasted hearts" are the results. If 
tbo Dlngloy bill bo now substituted for 
tbe Gorman-Wilson bill confidence will tie 
restored,.now Industries will be started 
and wo bopo to see suoh times as we then 
bad again prevailing, Tbe Dingley bill 
should take tho dalles off things that can 
not be produced In this country, but suffi- 
cient duties should bo put on those tbat 
oan bo produced, to provide a revenu 
ample today (or tbe current expenses of the 
government and to provide a sinking fund

Nearly all of the European nations and 


some of the South American states have 
registered protests against tbe passage of 
the Dlngley protective tariff bill. It Is 
worthy of note, and should cause a lot of 
people to reflect tbat none of these nations 
objected to tbe passage of tbe low taiiff 
Wilson bill.

Tbe Wilson bill opened tbe United States 
market to tbe products of tbe labor of 
these countries at the expense of Amerl 
oan labor and American prosperity while 
the Dlngley bill, like tbe MoKlnley bill, 
Is Intended to put our people to work and 
make our own country prosperous. Tbe 
American tariff policy which suits for 
elgn nations is supported by tbe Demo 
oratlo party. 
Tbe tariff policy tbat does 


not suit foreign nations Ibat want con 
trol over our market Is advocated by tbe 
Republican party. Tbese are tbe facts 
from which there Is no escape and which 
cannot be explained away after an experi- 
ence wltb tbe Wilson tariff which no 
American citizen wants to encounter 
again.

"Sitting by our own fireside we can 
Imost hear the roar of guns and boom of 
annon coming from the battle of Water- 
oo, or by the mere turning of a leaf the 
lorrors of the Inquisition and the terrible 
scenes of the French revolution seem to 
be enacted within the walls of our own 
oom. We not only know what the people 
f long ago did, but also what they felt, 
and through their experience, recorded in 
heir literature, we have learned lessons 
worth remembering."

Tho Valedictorian, Wayne C. Williams, 


preceded bis valedictory address with an 
oration on the subject "The College of 
ihe People." In his discussion he dealt 
with the future development of the high 
school. He gave Its history ana traced 
ibe growth of the high school when it has 
)ecome the greatest school for popular 
education in America. It prepares the 
great mass of young people for life, at 
east In a certain sense. 
Vet, be said, the 


school has only taken its first steps in the 
growth toward a great school which edu- 
cate broadly the mass of young people. 
He described the present age as one of 
scientific Inquiry wbon men submit the 
goodness of a cause or thing to the test of 
reason; utility is the test of excellence. 
Education should be placed on a scientific 
basis, as other institutions are now being 
established. Above all the high school 
should be scientific in tuft bod and ar- 
rangement. 


The school in its relation to tbo entire 


educational system should have a bas's of 
inity that the student may pass freely 
'ram onj Institution to another. 
The 


course should bo broadened and extended 
to six years. 


In its relation to the individual the 


school must satisfy his Intellectual desires 
n the last degree. He must there find 
ipportanlties for the expression of his 
iastes and his individuality. Such an ar 
rsugomont of the high school course will 
>e scientific and practical. 


The closing of the oration was as fol- 


owe: 


"Then all ball to th's modern college of 


ihe people. It is demanded by the masses 
ind in ltd broadest'seneo will it oome. 
intelligence is neaessay to citizenship in a 
rea nation, and the future safety of our 
•epubllo lies in the education of her sons 
and daughters; and in no other way can 
we lay the foundations, broad, deep and 
durable, of our political and civil liberties. 
Eminent thinkers state that a new era 
lonfronts us. Truly it may, butsurround- 
ng It are a multitude of problems. 
Economic inequality, concentration of 
wealth, restlessness of the masses, danger- 
ous tendencies in social and political life, 
all loom before us with threatening aspect 


nd demand our attention, 
"Let us^beliove that In the century to 


come tbie modern college is to take its 
ilace as the greatest factor in a broader

Even President Lin- 
coln, who camo Into office nnder extra- 
ordinary conditions and circumstances, 
and with war in prospect, did not sign bis 
first tariff act until August 5, 1861.

Pierce, who was inaugurated in 1853, 
signed bis tariff art March 3, 1857; Grant 
was inaugurated March 4, 1869, and signed 
bis first tariff act July 14, 1870, and an- 
other Juno 6, 1873; the Oarfield ad- 
rnlnlstraUon wns inaugurated March 4, 
1881, yet tbe tariff act signed by President 
Arthur was dated March 3, 1883, Presi- 
dent Benjammln Harrison was inaUgu 
rated March 4, 1889, and signed bis first 
tariff act October 1, 1890; Grover Cleve- 
land and bis free trade congress came into 
power March 4, I89S, yet theJWllson tariff 
bill which he refused to sign did not be- 
come n law until August 38, 1894. In 
nearly all of tbe above oases both branches 
of congress were In accord with the chief 
executive politically, a single party con- 
trolling the senate as well as the bouse. 
When It is considered tbnt the Republican 
party, which controls tbo bouse, has now 
but 43 of tbe 89 members of tbe senate, 
tbe fact that its leaders have been able to 
make tbe speed which they have developed 
In the consideration of this and otber Im- 
portant legislation should satisfy tbe most 
exacting, if they bub take the trouble to 
compare present conditions and present 
progress with that of any other period in 
tbe history of tbe country.

Ho has, how- 
ever, a woll-daflned maxim wblob he con 
suits In tlmea when public sentiment may 
have boon wrought upon under falso pro 
tenses or falso promises. 
Under euch con- 


ditions he has often declared tbat when 
tho people have been misled, and for a 
time favor some policy which in tbe end 
thry will regret, thnt the person who as a 
loader, for personal political preferment, 
tnkos advantage of such conditions, will 
as soon as the people discover their error 
bo condemned ty the people though he 
sided with them. As an example of tbe 
truth of this philosophy wo may point tu 
tho free trade sentiment! In 1890 and again 
In 1893, Those statesmen who led in that 
erroneous policy were condemned by tbe 
people and bad not those leaders sprung 
tbo equally bad Issue ot free coinage of sil- 
ver nono of them would have been left in 
1898 to tell the tale. Another example of 
the correctness of thlsffaot may be found 
In the declaration of war atrninst Turkey 
by Greece. Nothing could have been 
more popular and when that course re- 
sulted in the Ignominious defeat of the 
Greek army tho same people who cried 
"God save King Georgo," most now be 
prevented from doing tbe royal family 
bodily injury. 


In vlow of these facts the president may

the momentous responsibilities Involved 
In war be no doubt fully sympathises 
with tbe brave and struggling patriots, 
and In due time, if Spain 
refuses to 


modify Its Bourse In the Cuban war, the 
president will Interpose to end the war. 
But when ho does act It will be with tbe 
full knowledge that bis policy will be ap- 
proved and supported by the people what- 
ever the result may be.

ALDRIGH WILL SUCCEED GEN. LEE 


How the Spanish Papers at Madrid 


Try to Stir Up Trouble on the 


Attitude of the United 


States. 


New York, Jane 13.—A Havana special 


saya: General Lee, when shown a Wash- 
ington dispatch to the effect that J. 
Frank AMrlch of Illinois would shortly 
be appointed to succeed him as consul 
general here, expressed no surprise. Lee's 
resignation has been la President MoKln- 
ley's hands since the new administration 
tlrst came into power. He has continued 
at his post at the request of Secretary 
Sherman in order to give the president 
time to carefully consider the question of 
the appointment at his successor. 
Unless 


previously relieved Lee will probably re 
turn to Virginia upon leave next month, 
Vice-consul Springer remaining In charge. 


Dr. Danforth'a Arrival. 


Now York, June 13,—Among the pas- 


sengers on the steamer Valencia today 
was Dr. H. W. Danfortb, of Milwaukee, 
WIs., who for the past fifteen months has 
been the personal physician of the presi- 
dent of the Cuban republic. 
The doctor 


Is on a six months' leave of absence. He 
left the Island In a sixteen-foot open boat, 
and after much suffering and exposure 
reached Nassau, N. P., where he boarded 
thp Valencia. Dr. Danfortb contradicts 
the reported death of President Clsneros 
in February. He was with the president 
as late as April 6, and has a letter dated 
April 39 from tho executive. In regard 
to tho numerical strength of the Cubans 
the doctor said It was Impossible to arrive 
at a correct estimate, but there are at least 
30,000 well armed men. 
He is confident 


of the ultimate success of the insurgents. 


When asked what Is the present condi- 


tion of the Insurgents thedootor answered: 
"Tbelr condition Is satisfactory. It Is 
true they are hard pressed In the pro- 
vinces on account of want of rations bud 
as a whole they are doing fairly well. In 
Santiago de Cuba there «re no cattle, but 
plenty of vegetables, and in the province 
of Puerto Principe there is an abundance 
of cattle and no vegetables. la Santa 
Clara, on the other hand, there arejplenty 
of vegetables. The same holds good with 
the provinces of Mantunzas and Havana; 
only vegetables in Plnar del Rio. As to 
arms and ammunition, they still want 
arms and ammunition and want them 
very badly," 


Simlnuml the United States, 


Havana, via Key West, Fla., June 13.— 


The Havana papers still comment most 
viciously on tho United States and the re- 
ports by Culhoun and others. 
Yesterday 


El Comerclo said editorially: 


"While the United States Is aware of 


tho fact that we are engaged in a war, 
and evidently thinks she has the best of 
it, the American jingoes realize that 
Spain, when 'he pacifies Cuba, having a 
superior navy, will then quickly pay off 
old scores." 


The paper adds at the end of another 


(lory editorial: 


"While the United States has probably 


the advantage, ebe Is afraid to play her 
hand, realizing that there Is a day coming 
wbon Spain may turn the tables and make 
It very uncomfortable for the Yankee 
mercenaries and merchants." 


Many of the papers comment on the 


question of Gen. Leo leaving, but think 
that he will not go very soon. They refer 
to him In disparaging terms, and are en 
deavorlng to make It as uncomfortable as 
possible for all American consuls through- 
out the Island, stating that they are 
affording aid to the Insurgents by dis- 
pensing United States bounty In sections 
where it floes not belong. Why tho United 
States does not aid the Competitor crew 
Is a burning question here.

Adopted 33 to SO— A. Statement Ijy Senatoi 


Allison. 


Washington, June 13.—The first tes 


vote on the aagar schedule was taken In 
the senate late yesterday, resulting in the 
adoption of the Republican caucus amtnd 
merit, changing the bouse rate to 1.95o 
per pound, by the oloso vote of yei 
nays 80. The affirmative vote was made 
up of twenty-nine Republicans, one Demo 
crat, McEnery, of Louisiana; oue silver 
Republican, Jones of Nevada; and on< 
Populist, Stowart of Nevada. The nega 
tive vote was made up of twenty-five 
Democrats, three Populists and two silver 
Republicans. It was theolosest vote thus 
tar taken on an issue of importance, and 
was accepted as showing that any amend 
ment having the sanction of the caucus 
was assured of adoption. 


Senator Allison in response to an in- 


quiry said it was the policy of this bill to 
do what Europe had done—establish the 
production of sugar in this country, and 
keep 1100,000,000 annually paid for sugar 
by our people at home. Eecalllng the 
criticism of the Republicans for their 
abandonment of the bounty system Mr. 
Allison said that the system nad been 
adopted to encourage the sugar Industry. 
It had failed; first, perhaps, because of 
the rapid and unexpected strides made In 
both the beet'and oace growth, and, sec 
ond, because the Democratic party de 
oided to do nothing to encourage the sys- 
tem.

the government's intention before parlia- 
ment Is prorogued on June 19 to have re- 
enacted the clause of the old tariff law 
authorizing the governor in council under 
certain conditions to impose by proclama- 
tion export duties on saw logs. The 
finance minister also announced the 
government's intention to ask for power 
to Impose export duties on pulp wood and 
upon certain ores produced in Canada. 
The conditions under which these duties 
aie to be imposed, related to the proposed 
action of the United States in fixing new 
lumber tariff, and, said the minister, 
while the government of Canada does not 
wish to adopt a retaliatory policy,they are 
bound to protect the interests of Canada.

HEDLEY IS HELD. 


BAIL 
IS 
FIXED

$5,000 


Evidence Indicates that Richards Held 


Hedley Responsible for a Wo- 


man's Refusal to Ac- 


cept His Suit. 


CarliDville, 111., June 15.—Since the 


announcement was made of the klling of 
Mayor John R. Richards of Bunker Hill, 
by CaptaiD F. Y. Hedley, edtor of , tho 
Junker Hill Gazette, this county has been 
wrought up with intense excitement, 
'Wing to the prominence of the unfortu- 
nate principals and Miss Brown, over 
whom Capt Hedley and Mayor Richards 


uarreled. Immediately after the shoot 
ng, which occurred on Bunker Hill's 
principal street as the bells were ringing 
or dinner, Capt. Hedley surrendered to a 
constable and, fearing for his safety, ho 
requested that he be at once driven to this 
)lty for protection from Richards' friends, 
who were making dire threats. Once 
lere he asked an immediate bearing, 
which was granted. Justice Cloud held 
him in bail of $3000 to await future de- 
velopments of the wounded man's condi- 
ipii. The same day of the shooting at 6 
o'clock Bichards died, his friends having 
done everything in their power to save bis 
life 


Ever since the news of Biobards' death 


great interest was manifested as to the ac- 
tion of the justice court at the preliminary 
trial, which was held today. The ques- 
tion raised was whether or not Hedloy 
would be admitted to bail. Hodlcy was 
represented by Qen. John I. Rlnakor, 
Thomas Binakorand E. W. Hayes, States 
Attorney Vaughn and A. H. Bell were 
tho attorneys for the state 
After bearing 


the evidence In the case Justice Cloud held 
that the case was a bailable one and fixed 
the bond at $5000, which was immediately 
given. 
The case will not come up before 


the September term of court. The state 
is putting forth strenuous efforts to mnke 
the killing one of murder, and one of the 
most interesting and hardest fought oases 
In tho annals of Maconpln county's crimi- 
nal calendar is looked for. The defense 
will plead justifiable homicide. 


Preliminary Henrliig, 


At the preliminary bearing Monday 


four witnesses were examined by the 
state Their testimony was not convicting, 
and in substance was that Hedley was 
standing on the doorstep of MoPherson's 
store when Richards came along and ad- 
dressed him, saying 
"Why don't you 


speak to me/," 
Hedloy replied. "I will 


speak to you when you speak to me" 
Richards then said, " You remember the 
agreement," and Hodley replied, "I do," 
whereupon Bicbards struck at Hedloy, 
but whether he bit him or not the evi- 
dence does not prove. Hedley's hat fell 
upon the sidewalk between them and he 
picked It up and started to back away 
from Biobards, who endeavored to sol/.e a 
weapon from in front of the store, £,oing 
about 30 or 40 feet, with Bicbards press- 
Ing him closely. While retreating In this 
manner Hedley shot him twice, 
and 


Bichards staggered a second and then 
pursued Hedley, who by this time got a 
little farther away from him, Biobards 
shouting "Shoot him," but Hiohards 
finally returned to McPherson's store. 


On behalf of the defendant, John Kleln- 


felter testified that he had known of the 
enmity between Bichirds and Hedley, and 
that he, with two or three other promi- 
nent citizens, bad endeavored to effect 
peace between them, and for that purpose 
an aureement bad been drown which both 
men signed; also, that the trouble was ID 
regard to a young lady, Miss Ella Brown, 
who Is a cousin of Richards and was his 
stenographer, the report being that Hedley 
influenced her so that she would not listen 
to 
Richards' overtures 
of marriage. 


Klelnfolter said that Bichards told him 
during the holidays that H H. Brown, 
father of Miss Ella Brown, said he would 
kill Hedley if he did not stop going with 
his daughter, also, that about May 1 
Bicbards 
told 
Klelnfeltjr 
the town 


wouldn't be big enough to hold both of 
them if Hedley didn't cease speaking to or 
seeing Miss Brown. 


Arthur Johnson for the defendant 


testified that abonS the 1st of March, just 
after be bad been speaking to Hedley, 
Bicbnrds came up to him and said: 


"What are you talking to that dirty 


little 
for? I ought to have killed 


him long ago, and will do him up yet " 


W. JP. Dickie testified that Richards one 


evening at the M. E. church, while re- 
vival services were being held, said ho was 
going Into the church vestibule 
and 


thrash that little fellow, referring to Hed- 
ley, wbo was in tho vestibule nl the 
church. 


A. S. Cnthbertson testified that about 


two and a half months ago Richards came 
to E. W. Hayes' office to see him about a 
suit that it was reported Hedley was 
going to bring against him to bind him 
over to keep the peace, and during the 
conversation Biobards said if Hedley went 
to see or communicate in any way with 
Miss Brown that he would kill him. 


Richard* Jealous. 


From all the evidence offered it seems 


that Hedley and Miss Brown, wbo were 
both members of the same church choir 
up to a short time before Christinas, were 
mdre or less thrown In each other's com- 
pany, and that this angered Richards, 
who appears to have been in love with 
Miss Brown, but she refused his advances 
and Bicbards placed the blame for her re- 
fusal to the Influence of Hedley

fused any statement to thepreu, but 
ilooe (be preliminary axaminatlon tn 


"I 
now break silence and say as 


solemnly as a man can that for the un- 
fortunate act for which I am held my 
conscience is as clear as can be that of any 
reader of this. As solemnly do I say that 
any matter In the preliminary hearing 
which may seem to reflect upon the char 
acter of Miss Brown is wholly unwar 
ranted. She is the innocent and long- 
suffering victim, to whom ample vindlca- 
toin will come in due time.
